The least learned are aware that 
there are many languages in the 
world, but the actual number is 
probably beyond the dreams of or- 
dinary people. 

The geographer Balbi, enumer- 
ated 860 which are entitled to be 
considered as distinct languages, 
and 5,000 which may be regarded as 
dialects. . : 

‘Another modern writer on this 
subject reckons up 3,064 languages 
and dialects existing, and which 
have existed. 

Even after we have allowed ei- 
ther of these as the number of lan- 
guages we must acknowledge the 
existence of many minor diversities, 
for almost every province has a 
tongue more or les peculiar, and 
this we may well believe to be the 
case throughout the wolrd at large. 

Of the 860 distinct languages 
enumerated by Balbi, 53 belong to 
Europe, 114 to Africa, 123 to Asia, 


417 to America and 11/ to Oceania.

Conditions in Jute Mills und Mode 
of Living of Workers. 
Writing from Calcutta of the jute 
industry, Consul-General Michael 
says of the wages and mode of liv- 

ing of the mill workers: 

“] yisited the modern Kinnison 
mill, which has a capital of $1,000,- 
000, and the latest machinery made 
in England. It has 650 looms and 
produces 18,000 tons of bags and 
Hessian cloth in fifty weeks. This 
mill employes 4,0v0 men, women 
and children, 

“The wages paid to men in the 
mills range from #2 to $3 a month, 
workmen from $1.50 to $2, and 
$1.75. 
These people subsist principally on 
rice and vegetables made up in the 
form of curry, which is a peppery 
and sweetish mixture of rice and 
vegetables, with now and 
chicken, duck or goat meat, 

“They all chew betel nut con- 
stantly as a stimulant. They eat 
two meals a day, as a rule, one be- 
fore beginning work, and one after 
the day’s work is done. The men 
and boys wear breech-clouts or 
dhooties, and the women and girls 
saris, which consists of forty yards 
of thin muslin wrapped in a pecul- 
iar way about the loins and should 
ers. 

“he people of a mill, or several 
mills if the mills are nearly locat- 
ed together, occupy a village, which 
is made up of huts made of mud, 
bricks and palm leaves woven into 
sheets and tacked on bamboo poles. 
All are thatched with a long, tough 
grass, used throughout India for 
covering huts and bungalows, and 
which makes a tight, cool and dur- 
able roof. The floor is made of 
clay, tamped down hard, which 
makes a very good floor. On this 
floor is spread in places matting 
made of bamboo grass. On this 
matting many of the natives throw 
down a cotton blanket or possibly 
a thin mattress, for beds. Some 
have a rude bed made of four 
posts, 16 inches high, with cross- 
head and sidepieces, pinned togeth- 
er and then crisscrossed with bed 
cords. There may be a few rude 
benches, but little or no other furni- 
ture is to be seen in the huts, The 
natives eat on the floor, squatted 
around a pot or pan containing the 
food. The men and boys eat first 
and the women and girls afterward, 
taking what is left. No knives, 
spoons or forks are used in eating, 
the fingers answering all purposes. 
Bach Indian is ambitious to own a 
brass jug or pot, and these brasses 
are handed down as heirlooms and 
are held as almost sacred in posses- 
sions. They are kept bright by 
scouring them with mud and water.

They Flood the Markets Abroad | 
With Their Wares. 


PARIS THE CLEARING HOUSE. 


The French Capital Is the Chief Mart 
For the Disposal of Imitation An- 
tiques—Italy Leads In the Production 
of the Spurious Articles. 


Italy has always been the classic soll 
for fabrications, but in some depart- 
ments Holland and Paris run her close, 
‘Vienna has a specialty for rock crys- 
tal and thirteenth century gold work, 
VWlorence and Lucca for fourteenth 
century armor, London imitates the 
pate tendre of Seyres, Constantinople 
makes oriental weapons, Madrid Da- 
mascus swords, Dresden sculptured 
fyories, Aix-la-Chapelle pewter plate, 
Berlin Roman potteries, Amsterdam 
wrought iron, Rotterdam Indian porce- 
Jains, Odessa tiaras and antique jew- 
elry, while Paris is the ehief mart and 
clearing house for all these products, 

Italian bronze statuettes, now 80 
much sought, are turned out with dex- 
terity and taste in Tuscany. It is said 
that it was from one of these foun- 
dries there issued the group of virtue 
oppressing vice, assigned to Gian Bo- 
logna, which is now the choice treas- 
ure of a celebrated French collection. 
Switzerland makes a specialty of Louis 
XY. repousse work. 

As for renaissance and mediaeval 
jewelry, hardly a bit is real except 
what is in museums. It is not to be 
bought. In the disturbed epochs that 
followed the renaissance precious 
stones were broken from their set- 
tings and sold to meet urgent needs. 
The same need for extreme diffidence 
applies to the pretty bibelots of the 
eighteenth century, watches, chate- 
laines, bonbonnieres. Of modern fabri- 


cation, too, is the enameled jewelry of | 
the sixteenth century. Vienna turns it | 


out to perfection. And so cunning are 
the makers that, for example, they 
take care that the ring on which a 
locket is suspended should show signs 
of friction, well aware that the buyer 
who thinks himself cute will look for 
this indication. 

As for the peasant jewelry, now so 
much bought and sought in Florence 
on the old bridge and elsewhere, the 
genuine is long ago exhausted, for, 
after all, peasants own but a limited 
stock. It all consists of cleyer copies 
or more often tasteful combinations of 
old designs. ‘The stones, too, despite 
their fine designations, are rarely any- 
thing else but those marvelously cley- 
er tinted rock crystals so ingeniously 


made in Switzerland and sold by the |

‘They are generally bone or, 
worse still, celluloid aged by the help 
of tobacco or of that invaluable hand- 


maiden, licorice juice. 

Nor does even glass defy the artif- 
icer. In the Museum of St. Germain 
can be seen Roman goblets, their out- 
sides incrusted with dirt, whose iri- 
descence has been obtained by fish 
scales fixed upon their surface. Some- 
times real bits of iridescent glass film 
are transferred upon a modern frame- 
work. Cologne turns out lachrymatory 
vases by the gross, not even troubling 
to copy the old shapes, but using the 
long narrow bottles in which cheap 
sweets are sold. These are buried in 
dung after being smeared with some 
concoction of which the secret is 
guarded, and in a little time they issue 
from retirement patinated and irides- 
cent. Old German and Bohemian glass 
is aJso excellently copied in Hamburg 
and Paris. Venice, too, has not for- 
gotten its traditions and turns out its 
own old wares. 

Sevres and Dresden innocently help- 
ed the counterfeiter by selling their 
not yet decorated pieces, if imperfect, 
for a trifle. On this genuine ground 
the forger worked with ease. This 
traffic has been stopped. Still the 
forger knows no obstacles or over- 
comes them, nnd false Sevres and 
Dresden are supplicd by all dealers, 
and the purchaser rarely has the ml- 
nute knowledge that will save him. In 
the eighteenth century oriental porce- 
Jains were openly made in England 
and Holland and sent to China for 
decoration, when they returned as real 
China porcelain, or the reverse proc- 
ess obtained. The porcelain was made 
in China and decorated in what was 
presumed to be the Chinese style in 
Europe. Paris at the present moment 
makes and exports old China porce- 
lain, and many a tourist who buys a 
find at Hongkong or Shanghal merely 
brings back coals to Neweastle. Rho- 
dian plates are made near Paris In ab- 
solute perfection. Except as a matter 
of sentiment there is no need to seek 
the old. Be cautious, too, in buying 
Greco-Roman pottery. It is mostly 
made at Naples.

Meixell, a female acronaut, met a 
horrible death at Lowell, Mich., on 
Saturday afternoon, Mrs. Meixell'# 
balloon ascension was one of the 
features of a Fourth of July cele- 
bration. The balloon rose grace- 
fully from the earth, but before 
it could reach a safe height, a gust 
of wind struck it and drove it at 
a high rate of speed towards a net- 
work of wires on the main street 
of the town. Mrs. Meixell saw her 
danger, and as the parachute bar 
neared the wires, she let go and 
caught the topmost cable. She 
missed her hold, but fell with her 
body directly across it. and hung 
as though dead, her feet twisted in 
a mass of smaller wires below. 
Someone had presence of mind to 
telephone to the electric power 
plant to shut off the current, which 
was done with all possible speed. 
In the meantime, however, a smal 
spiral column of smoke began to 
rise from the woman’s body where 
it came in contact with the wires, 
and there were horrified cries from 
the spectators, who were compelled 
to look on while the current con- 
tinued its deadly work. When the 
electricity was finally shut off the 
body of the unfortunate woman 
dropped to the ground forty feet 
below. Doctors found life in the 
‘inanimate form, but it was so slight 
that the woman died shortly after 
midnight. One hand was burned 
almost entirely off, and she was 
otherwise injured. —

‘This is a 
substantial and economical lunch 
for hungry school children, and, in 
my estimation, better than salads 
and fancy pastry. 

Round Steak with 
Pound steak well, pour boiling wat- 
er over and scald thoroughly. 
Drain, cut in pieces, roll in flour, 
Season with salt and pepper, fry 
in butter until brown, then cover 
with hot water and cook slowly 
until tender. Keep well covered 
and replenish water if it boils away. 
At meal time take cup of flour, 
heaping teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der, teaspoonful of salt, mix, add 
enough cold water to make batter 
that will just drop from moistened 
spoon. Use teaspoon and put 
dumpling on each piece of meat, 
add water if necessary, cover close- 
ly seven minutes. Take up with 
dumpling on meat, pour the gravy 
over all and serve at once. 

Liver Loaf.—Chop three large 
onions fine, soak some bread and 
crackers together, or all bread, 
two eggs, two pounds of beef liver, 
ground, and one pound of salt pork, 
ground; salt, pepper, and a little 
cayenne pepper. Mix all together, 
and if too stiff put in some flour, 
Don’t make too stiff or too soft. 
Take a deep bread tin and grease 
if well with lard and a little flour 
on both sides and bottom; put in 
the meat and put a little flour on 
top. Bake about two hours.

BY-LAW No. === 


(Passed in duplicate) 


Entitled a By-law to authorize the issue of 
ebentures by the Corporation of the 
illage of Stirling, in the County of 

Tastings, for the purpose of purchasing, 
establishing and equipping an electric 
light plant and sub-station in said Vil- 
lage, and for such other public purposes 
as the Council shall decide upon. 


Whereas it has become necessary to pur- 
chase an electric light plant, and 

Whereas it has been deemed expedient 
to purchase an electric light plant and 
establish and equip the same with sub- 
station so as to meet the requirements of 
the Corporation and sucb other public 
purposes as may from time to time be 
decided upon by the Council of the said 
village of Stirling. And 

Whereas the amount of debt to be creat- 
ed by this By-law is $10,000. payable in 
twenty years, with interest at the rate of 
five per cent. perannum. And 

Whereas the total amount required by 
this By-law to be raised annually for pay- 
ing said debt and interest is $802.42. And 

Whereas the amount of the whole rate- 
able property of the Municipality accord- 
ing to the last revised Assessment Roll, 
ut NE for A.D, 1909, was $301,874.00,

Whereas the amount of the existing 
Debenture debt of the Municipality is 
$16,873,05, of which there are no arrears. 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
village of Stirling enacts, and the same is 
enacted as follows: 

1, Debentures for the purpose above 
recited to the extent of $10,000 are hereby 
authorized and directed to be issued. 

2, The said Debentures shall have 
coupons attached thereto for the payment 
of principal and interest combined, said 
interest to be at the rate of five per cent. 
per annum, and said principal and interest 
amounting to $802.42 per year for twenty 
years, shall be paid on the first day of 
January in each year, beginning with the 
first day of January, A.D. 1910. 

8, A Poll shall be held at the Town Hall 
on the second day of August, A.D, 1909, 
for the taking of the votes of the electors 
qualified to vote thereon, expressing their 
assent or otherwise to said By-law.

the purpose of appointing agents to abtend 
at the poll and at the fiual summing up of 
the votes cast at said Poll. 

5. A meeting shall be held at the Clerk's 
office at eight o'clock p.m., on the second 
day of August, A.D. 1909, for the final 
suman log up by the Clerk and those en- 
titled to be present, of the number of votes 
given for and against this By-law.

CC HAS EARNED HIS PLACE] nex TH 


SIR HUGH GRAHAM HAS HAD TO 
FIGHT HARD FOR SUCCESS, 


Ho Startod as Offico Boy In the Nows- 
paper Business at Fiftoon and Rose 
to be Buslnosa Manager In Ten 
Months—HIs Privato Vonturo In 
Publishing Was a Bitter Struggle, 
but He Won After Herculean 
Efforts—His Patriotism. 


Ono of the foremost figures amongst 
the Canadian delegates who are at 
the Imperial }sess Conferenco is that 
of Sir Hugh Graham, His career 
has been oae of almost magical suc- 


cess, 

Forty-five years ago, at the age of 
fifteen ho left the family roof at 
Huntingdon, Quebec, and set out for 
Montreal with no better equipment 
than an ordinary school and acad- 
emy education and an alert brain; 
to-day he is a millionaire newspaper 
owner, and bears the distinztion of 
being the first Canadian journilist to 
be knighted. 

On reaching Montreal, he sought 
the office of The Evening Lclegraph, 
where, under his uncle, he obtainel 
the post of office-boy. Only a month 
later he had become assistant book- 
keeper; five months later still, book: 
keeper; and within ten months of his 
first appearance in the office he had 
risen to the post of business-manager, 

After three years at The Telegraph, 
he went to The Montreal Gazette, 
where he met Lenigan, a brilliant 
writer, very well known in America. 
The two became great friends, ard 
when the future Sir Hugh suggested 
that they should start a paper of 
their own, Lanigan readily agreed; 
and, in 1869, the two partners, with 
less than $100 in the treasury, launch- 
ed The Daily Star. 

But the fight to set the paper on its 
feet at the beginning was a tremend- 
ous one. Before long a disagreement 
arose between the partners, and, even- 
tually, Lanigan withdrew, leaving Sir 
Hugh with the whole burden of the 
l#rer upon his shoulders. 

The principal creditors thereupon 
offered to give the latter, as sole pro- 
prietor, a clean bill of health. But 
this he declined. 

“T will pay every cent I owe, with 
interest!” he declared. And he did it 
—though not before he had tasted 
every kind of experience which comes 
to the man who persists in making 
bricks without straw. 

He had no working capital, he was 
harassed by lawsuits and writs of at- 
tachment, and he was struggling vali- 
antly along under a huge load of debt. 
At one time, as a matter of fact, he 
had no less than ninety-three libel 
suits on his hands, although he lost 
only three of them. 

His credit became so low that he 
had to buy his coal by the bucketful, 
and send the office-boy to fetch it; 
while the paper was paid for out of 
the proceeds of the street sales of the 
day before. 

The printing-press was driyen by 
steam-power, supplied by a neighbor 
by means of a shaft through the wall 
of the premises; hut this neighbor one 
day announced his intention of cut- 
ting off the supply unless the arrears 
due to him were paid forthwith. 

To meet such a demand at the mo- 
ment was impossible, so the shaft was 
removed, and Graham wired for a 
treadmill and a horse. 

These duly arrived during the fol- 
lowing night, and for several days a 
big white horse was on the pay-sheet. 

The press—a flat machine, capable 
of printing only one side of a sheet— 
was driven by the horse’s afiorts on 
the treads, much in the same way that 
a prison treadmill is worked by con- 
victs. But the result was far from 
satisfactory. The power created was 
remarkable, chiefly for its irregularity, 


and all too often, when the press was | 


stopped in order to get relays of white 
sheets, the noble creature would start 
galloping on the mill! 

At length a calorie engine was ob- 
tained; but even this proved inade- 
quate, for many reasons. Still, Sir 
Hugh was not to be defeated. Toiling 
early and late, and encountering diffi- 
culties only to triumph over them, he 
succeeded at length in attracting at- 
tention to his little paper, pushed it 
steadily uphill, past one competitor 
after another, till it became the most 
widely-read journal, not only in the 
city of its birth, but throughout the 
length and breadth of Canada. 

But the King does not knight men 
merely because they succeed in busi- 
ness. Sir Hugh Graham hes done a 
great deal more than that. As soon 
as his newspaper had become a foree 
in the land, he lavishly used both it 
and his own abilities in the public 
service, 

When the famine broke out in India, 
for instance, it was he who set on foot 
the movement to raise a relief fund in 
Canada, and, in the result, 
people contributed to it. 

The 3oer War, too, aroused all his 
patriotic fervor. 

Whilst Canada was standing in ap- 
parent indecision, New Zealand sent 
troops to aid the Motherland, and one 
morning a cablegram, telling of the 
smaller colony’s action, reached the 
Star office. 

Sir Hugh determined to act at once, 


and, with sudden inspiration, repeat- 
ed that eablegram to every mayor, 
governor, and prominent official 


throughout the Dominion, with the in- 
quiry: “Do you think Canada should 
stand aloof, or do as New Zealand has 
done?” 

The response was overwhelming. 
Telegrams simply poured into the Star 
offices till they were piled up in a 
huge stack. Then they published the 
replies, filling whole pages of the Star 
With them. And within forty-eight 
hours the first contingent was. being 
assembled for embarkation.

READ OF LIFE. 
“\ Tiny Wisp of Tissue Imbedded In 
the Heart's Walls. 

According to tradition, it was Atro- 
dos, the blind fury with the abhorred 
shenvs, who slit the thin spun life, 
ind muny of Milton’s readers may 
mive wondered whether there was any 
threnid in the anatomy of man. the 
seyerance of which would be immedi- 
itely fatal. Injuries to the brain and 
oeurt, in both of which the principle 
of life bas been supposed to reside, 
yay be survived for shorter or Jonger 
periods; but, as an article by Dr. O, BD. 
Lea reminds us, physiologists have of 
tite yeurs discovered o nerve or bun- 
lle of nerves which might well be de- 
scribed as the thread of life. One of 
the developing sciences of our time is 
sirdiograpby, the science of the heart 
seat, ‘The heart, as most people are 
iware, Is divided into auricles and 
sentricles. ‘The ventricles are the 
2umping chambers; the auricles are 
the collecting chambers of the blood 
ind, like the stroke of a racing eight, 
set the rhythm of the beart beat. A 
ittle instrument called the sphygmo- 
zraph is placed on the wrist pulse and 
gaugnifies its movements and traces 
‘hem with a recording pen in a zigzag 
turve, telling the observer what the yen- 
‘ricles are doing. Another instrument, 
che polygraph, placed on the jugular, 
vecords the more delicate vibrations 
of the auricle. With the aid of these 
two instruments the physician can find 
what all the four chambers of the heart 
are doing. Now, the «auricular con- 
irnection acts as a stimulant or start- 
ing shock to the ventricular contrac- 
‘ion. Most stimuli are conveyed along 
oerves. Therefore a little nerve ino 
the heart to act as a telegraph wire 
oetween auricle and ventricle was to 
be expected. Such a thing bis been 
found by physiologists; but, rather than 
a nerve, it is a specialized sensitive por- 
tion of the heart muscle itself. It is a 
ditle wisp of tissue not an inch long 
and only one-twelfth of an inch thick. 
On this delicate communicating wisp, 
mulled the auriculo ventricular bundle, 
bangs existence itself. Evolution has 
arranged that it shall be so small and 
30 sheltered in position in the heart that 
(tt is rarely damaged even by large in- 
juries to that organ.

AN AUTHOR'S CENTENARY, 


Xavier Did a Big 
Work for Canada. 

The present year, 1909, has witness- 
ed the highesh honors paid to the 
memory of many distinguished men 
of many nations who wore born one 
hundred years ago; and amongst 
these honored names the British and 
French inhabitants of the Dominion 
are proud to commemorate that of 
Francois Xavier Garneau. 

The Canadiam historian, of whom 
we have now to write a brief account, 
was born at Quebec on June 15, 1809. 
When he left the Quebec Seminary, at 
which he had received his youthful 
education, he studied for the notarial 
profession. Knowing that as Valen- 
tine says in “Two Gentlemen of Ver- 
ona,” “home-keeping youths have 
always homely wits,”’ he made a tour, 
in 1828, through the, New WHngland 
States, and in 1831 paid a visit to 
England and France. While he was 
in London, preparing to return home, 
he met with M. D. V. Viger, the dele- 
gate from the Assembly of Lower Can- 
ada to the Impérial Government, and 
was retained by iim, as his secretary, 
During his residence in London, young 
Garneau had the opportunity of mak- 
ing the acquaintance of many eminent 
men, native and foreign, in the great 
metropolis. © He. ‘afterwards accom- 
panied M, Viger from London to Paris, 
where he visited the Academy of 
Sciences, and met with many of the 
“savants” of that institution. It was 
-in 1833° that he returned to Canada, 
full of newly-acquired knowledge, and 
inspiring experiences. So late as 1855, 
he thought it worth while to write 
for Le Journal: de Quebec, an inter- 
esting account of his voyage to 
Europe. There can be no doubt that 
this voyage, from various causes, but 
principally owing to the literary so- 
ciety into which he was introduced, 
exercised a strong influence on the 
formation of, his own literary charac- 
ter. Soon after this, he produced in 
the Quebec journals a number of

poems, about the merits of which 1| 


translate the French criticism of 
L’Abbe Casgrain:—‘These | poems 
‘breathe in many instances the feel- 
ings that animated him in regard to 


that nation of which he was soon’ Currie, © 


‘destined to write the history. Among 


the most remarkable of these com- 


ositions we may name ‘Les Oiseaux 
lanes,’ ‘L’Hiver,” and ‘Le Dernier 
Huron.” These poetical efforts, how- 
eyer, ‘which would have been enough 
to make the reputation of another 
man, and would have secured him a 
distinguished position among our ‘lit- 
teratéurs,’ were only the first step, to 
the crowing work of his life.” E 
It was in 1840 that M. Garneau 
began writing the history of his na- 
tive country—a laborious undertaking 


which will perpetuate his name in the. 
As a! 


annals of Canadian literature. 
mere matter of detail, we may record 
that the first volume appeared at Que- 


bec in 1845; the second in 1846; and, 


the third (which brought the history 
of Canada down to the establishment 
of constitutional government in 1792) 
in 1848. The French Press of both 
France and Canada was loud in its 
praise of the successful undertaking, 
and it was reviewed in the highest 
terms of approval in the Nouvelle 
Reyue of Firmin Didot, of Paris. The 
result of this was that a second edi- 
tion, which brought the history down 
-t> the Union of the Canadas in 1840, 
‘was soon published, and was received 
by the Press and the people with un- 
limited favor. In 1859 a third edition 
was published in Quebec, and in 1860 
a translation into English by Mr. Bell 
made its first appearance. We have 
no space to chronicle the names of all 
the distinguished writers who have 
expressel their admiration of M. Gar- 
neau’s work; but the following names 
of literary men in the Old and New 
Worlds, may serve as a sample of the 
effect that the ‘History of Canada” 
produced on the minds of those who 
“spake with authority”: Henri Martin, 
Rameau, Bancroft, Parkman, Win- 
throp, Sergeant, Justin Winsor, Paul 
Leroy-Beaulieu, and Dr. C. W. Colby, 
of McGill University, may be consult- 
ed as te the merits of Garneau’s ela- 
borate work, and theiz good opinion 
cannot be gainsaid. In 1864 the 
author contributed the conclusion of 
his ‘“‘History” to the Revue Cana- 
dienne.”

The public accounts for the year end- 
ing March 31, 1909, are before the public. 
They show an excess of $1,022,162 of 
revenue oyer expenditure, half a mil- 
lion less than what Mr. Fielding, in his 
budget speech, counted that it would 
be. His revenue turns out half a mil- 
lion better than expected, but his un- 
foreseen expenses about a million dol- 
lars more. Expenditure on capital ac- 
count has been nearly forty-seven mil- 
lions, of which the Transcontinental 
accounts for twenty-five millions, or 
more than half, to which must be added 
six millions four hundred thousand paid 
for the bonds of the Quebec Bridge, for 
which the government gets almost 
nothing but an obligation to begin anew 
with the unfortunate structure. The 
whole annual income from the post office 
is only a million more than this dead 
loss incurred to appease a sectional in- 
terest and to relieve from embarrass- 
ment those who were exploiting that 
interest. Well for the country that it 
is very prosperous,

A Forast Atlas. 

‘The forestry braneh of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior has recently is- 
sued the first sheets of a new “forest 
atlas,”’ which will include plans of 
which the surveys are now being 
carried on. 

The “legend” is now being sent 
out: this designates the marks used 
to denote natural features, the differ- 
ent species of trees and the amounts 
of timber that can be obtained per 
acre from timbered areas, entries of 
various kinds (such as homesteads, 
mineral lands, etc.) burns or brules, 
cuttings and sales, roads, trails, rail- 
ways, canals, flumes, telegraph and 
telephone lines, buildings, ete. One 
of the smaller forest reserves — that 
known as “The Pines,” situated near 
Prince Albert, Sask.—has already 
been mapped, and the map of the 
Riding Mountain Forest Reserve, in 
Northwestern Manitoba, is now in 
preparation. As surveys of the forest 
reserves and other forested districts 
are completed, maps of these will be 
prepared and added to the atlas. 

It is hoped that the general scheme 
of indicating information, such as 
the different colors for stands of tim- 
ber of various densities, and the oth- 
er special signs adopted by the forest 
service of the Dominion may be put 
into general use throughout Canada, 
so that forest maps may be uniform 
in plan and may be easily compared.

Hon. Dr. Montague’s Oratory. 


Though Hon. Dr. Montague, once 
the silver-tongued orator of Ontario, 
is seldom heard in his native land, 
he occasionally is heard at gatherings 
in cities across the line whither he 
travels in pursuit of business. Only

In reality In- 
olans were increasing except among 
prairie bands, that had to change 
from the open @ir, in good leather 
tents and fresh buffalo meat, to cheap 
cotton tents on the reserve, where 
insufficient rations were doled out to 
them. In due time the Indians would 
lisappear, as did the Saxons, Danes 
ind Normans in England. One-third 
of the Indians in the west belonged 
to the Anglican Chureh, due to the 
chureh opening the first mission at 
Pus in 1840,

FAILURE TO BREED. 

Failure to breed is oftentimes! 
termed barreness in cows or heifers 
and is usually due to one. of three 
causes, namely, an acid secretion 
of the genital organs, the germs of 
contagious abortion; or retention 
of the afterbirth. 

The acid secretion of the genital 
organs prevents conception by de- 
stroying the semen of the male; 
the germs of contagious abortion 
sets up a catarrhal inflammation 
and discharge which also prevents 
conception; retention of the after- 
birth, whether it be removed by 
force or permitted to slough away 
usually leaves the womb in a dis- 
eased and catarrahal condition, 
effecting a discharge. 

The discharge irritates and scalds 
the mouth of the womb heals and; 
it is impossible to make a cow: 
breed without mechanical inter- 
ference, such as inserting into the 
mouth of the womb a womb sound 
then following same with a womb, 
dilator at the time that the animal’ 
is in heat. i 

In this way a large per cent of 
barren cows can be made to breed 
that would otherwise have to be| 
sacrificed on the butcher’s block. 
It is advisable to give all valuable 
cows an opportunity to breed.

That prisons and asylums of Ontario 
are being filled to an alarming degree 
by the immigrants from Europe who 
have been in Canada for only a brief 
period is the allegation contained in a 
report which will shortly be issued by 
the Asylums and Prisons Branch of the 
Provincial Secretary’s Department. The 
report is intended to throw a radically 
new light on the federal immigration 
policy and to hint at the desirability of 
Stricter conditions at points of entry. 


It is reported that Hon. Mr. Lucas, 
the new member of the Ontario Govern- 
ment without portfolio, is to have charge 
ofa bill to be introduced at the next 
session of the Legislature for the taxa- 
tion of corporations.

The town of Lindsay has officially 
accepted the Ozone Purification Plant 
recently installed on the Howard Bridge 
System to treat its entire water supply. 
The plant was tested by Dr, Archibald, 
of the Toronto University, and was 
found to give practical sterility to the 
water, whigh is taken from a sluggish, 
SWampy stream highly polluted with 
decaying vegetable matter. This is the 
rst municipal plant in the continent to 
purify a town’s entire water supply by 
electrically produced ozone. The cost 
of purification amounts to less than fifty 
cents per million gallons.

LUDLOW STREET JAIL 


The Sheriff’s Famous Prison In 
New York City. 


ITS GUESTS WELL TREATED. 


The Inmates Wear No Uniform and) 
Have Many Privileges—The Disci- 
pline Is Quite Gentle and the Sur- 
roundings Peaceful and Flomelike. 


Walking through the streets of the 
squalid, noisy enst side, the visitor in 
New York is quite unprepared for the 
peace and clean homeliness which 
greet him in the sheriff's prison in 
Ludlow street. Flanked by public 
school and police court on two sides, 
the brick building, ornamented with 
antique iron grill over long windows, 
resembles a village church or old fash- 
foned hall of learning. ‘The outer 
clamor does not penetrate its cool clois- 
ters. The struggle for existence is 
halted at the threshold. But it is not 
80 easy to enter the sheriff’s rest es- 
tablishment. The guard who opens 
the front door in response to the elec- 
tric bell eyes the visitor suspiciously, 
as if the latter might be trying to 
break into the county haven without 
proper credentials. The only persons 
entitled to the privileges of the Lud- 
low tayern are those in contempt of 
surrogates’ and certain other courts, 
federal bankrupts, delinquent militia- 
men, execution and judgment debtors 
and breach of promise and alimony 
men. 

However, the visitor who can prove 
that he has no sinister purpose is 
ushered into a cozy parlor fitted with 
tugs, pictures and piano. Here he 
meets the warden, who talks freely 
and simply about his guests. He ad- 
mits he has neyer read Lombroso or 
any other criminologist. What’s the 
ase? They don’t send felons to this 
place. ‘The learned obseryations of 
penologists do not apply to the in- 
mates of Ludlow tavern. Methods of 
discipline and reform are superfluous. 
There are just a few rules, such as ob- 
tain in any well regulated hostelry. A 
guest on arrival has his pedigree taken 
at the office, is shown up to his sleep- 
Ing chamber, gets introduced to the 
gentlemen in the sitting room and is 
left to his’ own deyices—no uniform, 
no hair cut, none of the unpleasant fea- 
tures of a common prison. There is, 
indeed, a genteel search for sharp in- 
struments, keys and knives, as forbid- 
den articles, but there is no confisca- 
tion of any other private possessions. 
A man may bring in all the books, 
writing material, tobacco, clothes, toi- 
let articles and bric-a-brac that he 
pleases. 

The rising bell rings at 6:30 a. m., 
and the guests have a chance to wash, 
shaye and make their beds before 
breakfast, at 8 o’clock. The regular 
breakfast consists of coffee and rolls, 
but guests may supplement it with 
eggs cooked at the hot water tap or 
may order, at their own expense, an 
elaborate meal from the menu card of 
a nearby restaurant. The morning 
newspapers are at hand, so that guests, 
while sipping their coffee, may scan 
headlines and note the progress of 
events. ‘ 

After breakfast every one goes into 
the yard for an hour’s exercise. The 
high brick walis do not bar the sun- 
Shine from the yard, which is about 
sixty feet square and stone flagged 
around a central grass plot. After the 
exercise hour the guests repair to a 
large sitting room and read, study or 
play penuchle, checkers, dominos and 
chess. There is a small library of 
books and magazines. Those who 
have private stocks of literature ex- 
change their books in a fraternal 
spirit. 

The dinner bell rings at noon, A 
wholesome stew, a boiled dinner or a 
plate of fish and potatoes is provided. 
If this seems too frugal even for clois- 
ter life, there is the restaurant menu 
to fall back on. Asa rule, though, the 
inmates are satisfied with the regular 
fare. Another bour in the yard, an 
afternoon spent in the sitting room, 
after the style of the morning session, 
and then a supper of bread and tea at 
5 o'clock. Two bours later the guests 
retire to their chambers for the night. 
They are locked in, it is true, but the 
obliging guard will open on any rea- 
sonable request. There is no rule 
against talking, and guests may. read 
or write by the light of their own can- 
dles until they feel disposed to go to bed. 

A gentle routine it is. No one is 
overcrowded, for, while there are ac- 
commodations for a hundred persons, 
the number of guests is seldom any- 
thing like that. The disagreeable 
monotony of seeing the same faces 
and hearing the saine anecdotes, com- 
plained of by arctic travelers, 1s ob- 
viated by the coming and going of In- 
mites. he comfort of guests is pret- 
ty well assured by a staff of nine 
guards and three or four cooks and 
attendants, 

Letters to guests are not opened be 
fore delivery, as in common penal in- 
stitutions. Three days a week are set 
aside for visitors, but no member of 
the Alimony club is compelled to see | 
his wife.

She was 
dead when the attendants reached her 
side, 

Her body was taken to the morgue, 
there to await the coming of some of 
her relatives.

{It Has Been Used In Japan From tho

of modern Japan. Quite recently in- 
deed we bhenrd v lenrped Japanese de- 
clare that the Jate Professor ‘Toynmia 
was the originator of the word as the 
Japanese equivalent of “harraih,” But 
the truth Is that “banzai’ belongs to 
a very much remoter date. Efistory 


shows that It was used certainly as 
long ago as the year 486 A. D., and 
probably it was not an innovation 
even then. In the “Chronicles of Ja- 


pin,” 2 work published in the year 
§20 A. D., it Is rehited that in the 
spring of 486 A. D. the mperor 
Woke, remembered by posterity as 


“Kenzo, ‘enno,” repaired to the park 
of the summer hall and there held 
revel by “the winding streams.” THis 
guests were a concourse of twinisters 
and of high officials kuown at that 
epoch under the titles of Omi, Murajt 
and Miynakko.

“Tt is rather odd, but laughter is al- 
most never heard in this uproar, and 
as for whistling it is a lost art. If 
there are any quarrels they are not to 
be heard in public, although when a 
company of natives gets to carry on 
an animated conversation it appears to 
the observer as if the next act would 
be a melee. 

“In addition to these natural sounds 
there are others or mn artificial charac- 
ter that are equally familiar to the 
traveler. Such is the noise of the 
drums called tomtoms, which are beat- 
en on eyery occasion, and a kind of 
pipe about eighteen inches long, with 
holes like those of a flute and breathed 
through in a way that produces a 
yariety of notes of a wild, discordant 
eharacter.

by the kaffa men blowing on a big 
shell,”

The wood is 
particularly good for skewers, and a 
curious red fungus grows on elder 
stumps. A species of elder in the 
Tyrol is covered with beautiful scarlet 
berries.—Selborne’s Magazine.
